Guidelines 

1; Purpose. This memorandum pro- 
vides guidelines to Federal departments, 
agencies, and establishments Tor pre- 
paring detailed environmental state- 
ments on proposals Tor Ir sided inn and 
other major T'od.-rai actions &i-nii:canlly 
aiTcetins the quality of the human en- 
vironment ns required by section 102(2) 
(C) ot" the National Environmental Pol- 
icy Act (Public Law Oi-luO) (hereafter 
"the Act"). Underlying the preparation 
of such environmental statements is the 
mandate of both the Act anu Executive 
Order 1151-1 (35 F.R. 1317 1 of March 4, 
1070, that ell Federal agencies, to the 
fullest extent- possible, direct their poli- 
cies. plans end programs so as to meet 
national environmental peals. The ob- 
jective of section 102(3) (C> ni the Act 
and of these guidelines is to build into 
the agency decision making process an 
appropriate and careful consideration of 
the environmental aspects of proposed 
action and to assist agencies in imple- 
menting not only the lotlc-r, but the 
spirit, of the Act. This memorandum also 
provides guidance on implementation of 
section 300 of the Clean Air Act, as 
amended c!3 U.3.C. 1C57 et seq,). 

2. Policy. As early as possible and in 
all cases prior to agency decision con- 
cerning major action or recommendation 
cr a favorable tecort on legislation that 
significantly adeem the environment. 
Fedot at agencies will, in consultation 
with other appropriate Federal, State, 
end local agencies, assets jn detail the 
potential environmental impact in order 
that adverse effects are avoided, and 
environmental quality is restored or cu- 
ll Viced, to tire fullest extent practicable. 
In particular, alternative actions that 
will minimize adverse impact should be 
explored and brill tire long- and short- 
range implications to man, his physical 
and social surroundings, and to nature, 
should bo evaluated in order to avoid 
to the fullest extent practicable undesir- 
able consequences ior the environment.

10. Use o/ statements in aoency re- 
new processes; distribution to Council 
on Kiivironmental Quality; availability 
to public, mi Agencies will need to iden- 
tify at what stage or staves of a series of 
action:; relating to a particular matter 
the environmental statement procedures 
of this directive will be applied. It will 
■oi ten be necessary to use the procedures 
both in the development of a national 
program and in tho review of proposed 
projects within the national prorram 
However, where a grant-in-aid program 
does not, entail prior approval bv Fed- 
eral agencies of specific projects the view 
of tenoral, State, end local agencies in 
the legislative process may have to suf- 
fice. ’ll', o principle to bo applied is to 
obtain views of other agencies at the 
eailicst feasible time Ur the development 
of program and project proposals. Care 
sliouid be exercised so as not to du 'iirn'e 
the clearance process, but when actions 
being considered differ airidficani’y 
from those that have already been re- 
viewed pursuant to section 102(8) re) of 
the Act an environmental statement 
should be provided. 

<b> Ten U<)> copies of draft environ-
